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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed 
invention including a hollow cooking chamber hinged to a firebox or grill with a light 
assembly housing an illumination source within the chamber and a compartment 
outside the chamber to house an illumination energy source is not found in the prior art 
either singly or in combination. The considered patentably distinct feature is found in 
each of independent claims 1,8, 13, and 14. The closest prior art is considered Faraq 
(US 6,012,442) which disclose a lighted grill but not the light source within the chamber 
and the energy source outside the chamber.
